DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 18, 19, 21-24 and 27 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In terms of claims 24, the prior art of record does not teach alone or in 
combination a method of producing a semiconductor device including the step of 
contacting a plurality of contact terminals formed within a first area surrounded a first 
metal film, wherein the first metal film has a linear expansion coefficient substantially the 
same as a linear expansion coefficient of the wafer and is formed by 42 alloy or invar, in 
combination with all other elements in claim 24 . 

As to claims 18 and 19, the claims are allowed as they further limit allowed 
claim 24. 

In terms of claims 27, the prior art of record does not teach alone or in 
combination a method of producing a semiconductor device including the step of 
contacting a plurality of contact terminals formed within a first area surrounded a first 
metal film, wherein the first metal film has a linear expansion coefficient substantially the 
same as a linear expansion coefficient of the wafer and is formed by 42 alloy or invar, in 
combination with all other elements in claim 27 . 

As to claims 21-23, the claims are allowed as they further limit allowed claim 27.
